PRO-ENGLISH. 


RITING from Waverly, Massachusetts, our 

esteemed friend Joseph B. Choate, an ar- 
dent devotee to the Thoroughbred horse and a 
Student of pedigrees, addresses the following to 
the Editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

“T think your article, as to why prices for 
yearlings were so low up at Saratoga, is very 
logical. But I think there was another 
reason as to why there was no demand for 
certain yearlings. It seems to me that well 
grown, good looking’ yearlings, by successful 
Sires, out of the dams of winners, brought 
nearly as much money as in former years. 
Some breeders thought that the American 
buying public, which has become very shrewd 


and practical, would pay them as much 
money for yearlings out of scrub mares, as 
for yearlings out of mares tracing to great 
tail female taproots. 


“Why is this not the best solution of the 
problem? Hold an auction of all mares not 
eligible to the English Stud Book, and sell 
them to people desiring to raise hunters, 
polo ponies or mules, without name or iden- 
tification. 


“The time is coming anyway, when there 
will be no race horses in the country except 
those eligible to the English Stud Book. The 
old American families will die out. No mat- 
ter whether you are raising sheep, cattle, 
pigs or horses, the blood dies out and must 
be replenished with importations from Eng- 
land or Ireland.” 


Mr. Choate’s suggestion would not solve the 
problem at all. It would result in wasting some 
of the very best blood in the world today, and 
bringing to our shores less desirable blood. It 
would, most assuredly, improve the hunters, polo 
ponies and mules, but just now we are not so 
much interested in improving them as we are in 
improving our race horses and getting rid of the 
least desirable of our Thoroughbreds. 


If we should “hold an auction of all mares not 
eligible to the English Stud Book,” which is to 
say all mares excluded from the General Stud 
Book of England by what has come to be known 
as the Jersey act, “and sell them to people de- 
siring to raise hunters, polo ponies or mules, 
without name or identification,” just what would 
we be doing? Let us examine into the matter. 


First, we would be putting out of our breeding 
paddocks all mares descended, through Maria 
West and Chloe Anderson, from the two daugh- 
ters of *Janus which have left so great an im- 
press on the Thoroughbred in America. 

Now, let us see what has come to us from 
Maria West? First of all there was the great 
Wagner, her own son. Then from her grand- 
daughter, Heraldry, we got Balloon, dam of 
Modesty (only filly winner of the American Der- 
by). Modesty’s granddaughter, Jersey Lightning, 
produced Regret (only filly winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby) and Thunderer, winner of the Fu- 
turity. Others, to name a few, of the line 
descending from Heraldry are Touch Me Not, 
Box (sire of Sarazen’s dam), Sotemia (winner 
of the Kentucky Endurance Stakes, four miles), 
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Exterminator, Cock o’ The Walk, McKee, Bud 
Lerner, Bunting, Dice, Enchantment, Peg Wof- 
fington, Kitty Clive, David Garrick, Bracegirdle, 
The Manager, Woodlake, Prince of Melbourne, 
*Golden Broom, Bright Phoebus, Joe Morris, 
Sally’s Alley, Azra, BEN BRUSH, Bronzewing, 
Margaret Winsor, Geneva, Riley, Ethel Pace, 
Housemaid, Leonardo II, Anna M. Humphrey, 
Mr. Mutt, and numerous others. , 


From Chloe Anderson’s line there came, among 
many others, Ethel Wheat, Ethelburg, Belle 
Knight, Nannie Hodge, Hodge, Hermis, Seth (of 
enduring memory as a sire at Ben A. Jones’ 
Missouri stud), Novice, dam of Norfolk and The 
Nun, grandam of Americus, which sired winners 
in Great Britain, Italy and Germany. 

Irish Lad, a great race horse in this country 
and a successful sire in France, came from an 
American line that finds its stopping place of 
record at a mare by Buie, son of *Janus. 

There would have been no Minnie Minor, no 
Wanda, no Urania, no Armenia to produce in 
F ce the grand race horse *Durbar II, winner 
of the Epsom Derby and a sire in two countries, 
had it not been for one of those daughters of 
*Medley, not eligible to inclusion in the English 
Stud Book. 

T. D. Owing’s mare, dam of another daughter of 
*Medley, gave us the line through which came 
Aerolite, dam of Spendthrift, sire of Fair Play, 
sire of Man o’ War. The daughters of Fair Play, 
and of all his sons, and the daughters of Man o’ 
War, and all of his sons, are ineligible to the 
General Stud Book of England. Should we be 
rid of such blood to the favor of just anything 
that traces, as the Messrs. Weatherby & Sons 
express it, “without flaw on both sire’s and dam’s 
side of its pedigree” to a taproot in the English 
book ? 

Would we willingly be rid of blood that gave 
us Pixy, Wilderness, Tall Timber, Genie, Flying 
Heels, Clyde Van Dusen, Uncle Bob, Patmus, 
Lady Inez, Red Leaf, Bill Letcher, Proctor Knott, 
Advance Guard, Algie M., Donerail, General Lee, 
Princess Bowling, Sudie McNairy, Alan-a-Dale, 
Duke of Magenta, Heno, Raceland, Pinkola, Lieu- 
tenant Gibson, Garry Herrmann, Vagrant, Poet- 
ess, Lookout, Montrose, Hernando, Checkmate, 
Messmate, Workmate, Selika, Ben Eder, Grenada, 
Castaway II, Frankie B., Lady Motley, Miss Haw- 
kins, Tokalon, Lucy May, Argentinia, Maltbie, 
Behave Yourself, Bagenbaggage, Tom Bowling, 
Buck McCann, High Order, Lady Burton, Hin- 
doocraft, and hosts of others worthy of inclusion 
in a list such as this, had we the space to devote 
to it? THE BLOoD-HORSE thinks not. 

So we shall conclude this with the further re- 
minder that because Enquirer cannot be traced 
to a taproot in the General Stud Book of Eng- 
land, no descendant of his, either in male or 
female line, would be eligible to registration in

the English book. This would exclude Domino 
and every descendant of Domino, likewise Ham- 
burg and all of his descendants, with the excep- 
tion of Orby, which got into the book before the 
narrow lane was closed by Lord Jersey’s resolu- 
tion. It would put out all descendants of Lex- 
ington, because of the uncertainty about Timo- 
leon, his grandsire, and this, of course, would ex- 
clude all of the descendants of Hanover. 

Thus we would be making mule, polo and 
hunter mothers of mares every bit as worthy of 
the chance to produce a race horse of high order 
and quite as likely to produce a race horse of 
high order as is England’s best. 

We do not subscribe to Mr. Choate’s declaration 
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that “the time is coming, anyway, when there 
will be no race horses in the country except 
those eligible to the English Stud Book.” We 
have no thought that the day is near when horses 
carrying the blood of Domino, Ben Brush and 
Fair Play will not be winning important events 
in this country. 


MIAMI. 

URING the past week Joseph E. Widener 

announced that Frank J. Bruen had informed 
him that he (Bruen) is one of the promoters of 
the Gables Racing Association, Inc., which is 
planning to convert a dog track at Coral Gables, 
Florida, into a horse track, being one of three 
organizations to secure permits from the State 
Racing Commission for meetings in Dade Coun- 
ty, subject, of course, to referendum, which is to 
have the people’s decision on October 20. 

Mr. Widener stated that Mr. Bruen proposed 
that he continue in the capacity of manager of the 
Miami Racing Association, but that he had in- 
formed Mr. Bruen that this would not be possible, 
and that by mutual understanding the Miami Rac- 
ing Association and Mr. Bruen had severed all 
connections. 


Mr. Widener stated that he had heretofore given 
assurances to the people of Dade County and to 
the Florida Legislature that he, and likewise the 
Miami Racing Association, would have no con- 
nection, either directly or indirectly, with any 
other racing association in Florida, and that Mr. 
Bruen’s proposal had therefore necessarily to be 
refused. 


Mr. Bruen has since announced that racing will 
begin at the Coral Gables plant December 21, and 
that its meeting will not conflict with that at 
Hialeah Park, which is to open January 14 and 
continue 45 days, closing March 5. 


This would seem to further complicate the rac- 
ing situation at Miami, which became confused 
somewhat when Joseph M. Smoot announced the 
incorporation of the Miami Beach Jockey Club, 
and further confused when Col. M. J. Winn an- 
nounced that he had joined with Mr. Smoot and 
would be managing director of the plant that 
Mr. Smoot and associates are planning to build 
on an island yet to be dredged up out of Bay 
Biscayne. 

THE BLOoD-HorsE hears that efforts are being 
made by prominent people in Miami and Miami 
Beach to prevent the proposed dredging for the 
formation of land upon which to build a racing 
plant, and it may be that the Government’s sanc- 
tion will not be obtained. 

Another thing we hear is that the money for 
the Miami Beach Jockey Club has not been 
raised, and that it is to become a stock-selling 
enterprise. On the other hand, Col. M. J. Winn 
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is quoted by one of his very close friends, who 
had asked him concerning this latest connection 
of his, as having said that Mr. Smoot had not 
required any money investment from him; had 
assured him that all the money necessary had 
been arranged for, and that Mr. Smoot had made 
him so attractive a proposition that he could not 
turn it down. 


A Miami friend of THE BLOOD-HORSE, who has 
no financial interest in or connection with any 
track in Dade County, last week, prior to the 
announcement of Frank J. Brugn’s status, wrote 
us, as follows: 


“The election on horse racing is to be held 
in Dade County on October 20, and I am told 
that it is going to be a very hot battle. Since 
only the home folk can vote on this question, 
it cannot get anything like the support that 
one might expect. 


“From sources I must keep confidential, 
I learn that there seems to be a strong opin- 
ion among home folk that they don’t want 
dog races at all, and that the holders of per- 
mits for dog races are going to have a mighty 
hard struggle to get a favorable vote. 


“Dade County citizens seem to be express- 
ing themselves quite openly about horse rac- 
ing. There is a very strong element that 
does not want any horse racing, and the ele- 
ment that is in favor of horse racing seems 
to hold to the idea that one track is enough. 

“Apparently it is going to be a fight be- 
tween the Widener interests and Smoot. 
Sentiment seems to be with the Widener in- 
terests, because they already have the in- 
vestment and, more than anybody else, are 
responsible for lifting Florida racing into a 
class where it was possible to legalize it. 


“Of course, if the people at the polls ratify 
both permits, it will then be the duty of the 
State Racing Commission to fix racing dates 
for both tracks. Under the law, racing can 
be held only between December 1 and April 
1, and, as I understand it, not more than 50 
days of racing can be held in any one coun- 
ty during any year. The Racing Commission 
would, therefore, apparently have to give 
each track 25 days of racing.” 

Elsewhere in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
published an article on the subject of racing in 
Florida from the pen of Judge Charles E. Mickel- 
wait, wherein he appears to have the impression 
that with two tracks operating there would be in 
excess of 50 days of racing in Dade County, and 
that prolonged meetings under 10 per cent com- 
mission from the pari-mutuels would prove the 
undoing of the sport entirely. 


Thus, it will be interesting to follow the trend 
of events at Miami for the next few weeks, and 
if three tracks are sanctioned by the people of 
Dade County, it will be interesting to note 
whether or not there is to be a stockselling cam- 
paign for the Miami Beach Jockey Club’s require- 
ments; and what effect the opening of the Coral 
Gables plant will have on Mr. Smoot’s plans. 
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THE COVER. 
*TVAIRY QUEEN III, pictured on the front 
cover of this week’s issue, is a 9-year-old 
chestnut mare by Good Luck (by Ajax) out of 
Che Bella, by Your Majesty out of Water Violet 
(bred in U. S. A.), by *Watercress out of Pansy, 
by Virgil. Bred in France by Jefferson D. Cohn 
and owned now by Mrs. Tate B. Sterrett, owner 
of Oakley Farm, Warm Springs, Va. *Fairy 
Queen III recently was a very successful par- 
ticipant in the Bath County Horse Show at Hot 
Springs, Va. She gained the following prizes: 

First in the class for mares with foal at side, 
her foal this year being a bay filly by *Hollister; 
first in the broodmare class for mares suitable 
to produce hunters; first in the breeding class of 
the Triple Challenge Trophy Class, a champion- 
ship class in which only blue ribbon winners are 
shown; reserve championship of the show. 

The conformation of a mare which has won 
so many official compliments (her prizes were 
won in a show which had more than 520 entries) 
should be of interest to Thoroughbred breeders 
and students, hence the picture on the cover. 
*Fairy Queen III, it might be added, did not race 
at two. At three she was placed several times. 
At four she won and was placed several times on 
the flat and over the jumps.

SINCLAIR’S REASON. 

N some quarters an attempt has been made to 

leave the impression that Harry F. Sinclair’s 
sale of horses in training at Saratoga and his 
coming sale of yearlings at Belmont Park is the 
outgrowth of soreness over the ruling of the Sara- 
toga stewards following the discovery that Lada- 
na had been poisoned. 

A different reason is given in the preliminary 
catalogue C. J. Fitz Gerald sent out last week 
for the sale to be held on Friday of this week. 
The opening sentence of Mr. Fitz Gerald’s state- 
ment reads: “In yielding to the increasing de- 
mands of business, Mr. Harry F. Sinclair has de- 
cided to sell the 19 yearlings he was reserving to 


race in the colors of the Rancocas Stable next 
year.” 

Months ago THE BLOOD-HORSE was informed, 
by one who was in a position to know, that Mr, 
Sinclair had been wanting, since the death of 
Samuel C. Hildreth, to sell his breeding stock and 
racing stable to his satisfaction, and he was find- 
as the opportunity presented. 

With Mr. Hildreth gone, Mr. Sinclair, our in- 
formant said, had no person upon whom he could 
rely to handle the breeding establishment and 
racing stable to his satisfaction and he was find- 
ing it too great a tax on his time and a draft 
against his business. 


It, then, would seem that the incident at Sara- 
toga merely created a welcome opportunity, and 
that Mr. Sinclair very likely is truly thankful to 
those stewards for their action. 


Since the foregoing was written, we are in re- 
ceipt of the following, under date of September 
11, from Daniel T. Pierce, of 270 Park Avenue, 
New York: 


“Referring to your editorial of August 29, 
‘The Rancocas Ruling,’ you seem to have 
missed the point that the Sinclair stable was 
singled out for extremely harsh penalty in 
connection with a matter over which it could 
not, even if it was expected to, have control. 

“Circumstances indicated that a stable boy 
had been bribed to poison Ladana. It was the 
boy who led the horse out to the paddock, and 
after some questioning by the Pinkertons, 
was given his liberty, and has disappeared. 
You can readily ascertain, if you care to do 
so, that there have been many similar poi- 
sonings at Saratoga this season, including 
a horse belonging to one of the stewards of 
the racing association. Ninety-nine people 
out of a hundred think that Sinclair was 
very unfairly treated. If, as reported, it has 
led to his complete retirement from racing, 
it is only what one might expect. People 
who know Mr. Sinclair do not expect any 
protest or complaint from him. He will 
simply walk out on a game in which such 
things as the Ladana poisoning and its after- 
math can happen.” 


Then, too, we find the following on The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer’s “All Sorts” page last Sunday, 
September 13: 


“Gradually Harry F. Sinclair is easing 
himself. out of the racing game. First the 
oil man disposed of his horses in training. 
Now he has announced a sale of 19 yearlings. 
and it is likely when a propitious time ar- 
rives the vast broodmare band and stallions 
of the Rancocas Stable will go on the auction 
block. 

“And this is the same stable that they 
said some 10 or 12 years ago would break up 
racing. When the Sinclair-Hildreth combi- 
nation was winning almost every stake in 
the country old timers wagged their heads 
and said it was no good for racing. They 
forgot that they said the same thing about 
Marcus Daly 20 years before that time, but 
Daly died and the vast breeding establish- 
ment passed on. 

“No man can break up racing. The com- 
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bined wealth of the Whitney families could 
not break up racing even if they tried. Rac- 
ing is too big a game. Champions spring 
from no where at times, and to try and buy 
all prospects would be suicidal to any bank 
roll. 

“So, while no announcement is coming that 
Sinclair is to dispose of all of his Thorough- 
bred stock, there appears to be but little 
doubt that he will. He tasted the sweets of 
victory for so long a time that the dregs of 
defeat taste unusually bitter. It takes a real 
sportsman to stand up and take it, in rac- 
ing as in any other game, and it is much 
harder for one who has been at the very 
peak to have to take those jaw punches than 
for one who has become hardened to disap- 
pointments for the most of his life.” 


MONTE’S PASSING. 

ERHAPS so quick a death as he had might 

have been the choice of Walter Powhatan 
Montague, whose last breath was taken with the 
overturning of his automobile on the highway 
near Kimball, Nebraska, on September 3. 
This diligent, fair, square, likeable founder and 
publisher of The Turf and Sports Digest (former- 
ly The National Turf Digest, Baltimore) was a 
heroic man of quick decision. 

Mr. Montague (Monte, he liked to be called) 
was born in Baltimore 47 years ago and was a 
keen sportsman. In his youth he had been the 
champion among amateur boxers of Maryland. 
He was fond of sports afield; loved dogs and 
birds, and surrounded himself with many animal 
pets at his home near Baltimore. He was an ex- 
pert swimmer and very athletic. He had been 
medaled for bravery by Maryland state officials 
after having saved a woman’s life. 

He had a great fancy for Thoroughbred horses, 
though he was not prominently identified with 
the Turf as an owner. He had been a student 
of “the figures” in horse racing, and had made 
handicapping pay. He had made it pay so well, it 
is said, that with money earned that way he had 
founded his publication, the cleanest of its kind 
in the country, perhaps, for he endeavored always 
to see that his readers,’ largely persons with a 
penchant for playing the races, received the helps 
to winner picking they were seeking. 

We have not heard what may be the plans for 
the future of The Turf and Sports Digest, but 
likely there will come in good time an anounce- 
ment from Edgar Horn, its very capable editor. 


REGISTRATION. 
NTIL October 31, foals of 1931 may be reg- 
istered for $5 each. From November 1 to 
December 31, the fee is $10. Next year, to regis- 
ter a foal of 1931, the charge will be $50. 

In view of the fact that Volume XV of the 
American Stud Book will go to press, presum- 
ably, within the next few months, breeders of 
Thoroughbreds ought to cooperate as far as pos- 


sible with The Jockey Club. They can aid in the 
compilation of the Stud Book by registering 
early; by giving complete returns of every mare, 
whether she had a foal this year or not; by noti- 
fying promptly of changes of ownership; by being 
careful to avoid errors. 

The Jockey Club, in its turn, can cooperate 
with the breeders by bringing the record of every 
mare down as close as possible to the time of 
publication; by naming the breeder of each foal, 
an item in which the previous volumes of the 
American Stud Book are inexcusably lacking; by 
hastening the work of publication as much as 
possible without jeopardising accuracy. 


ODDS AND ENDS

IS DAT, a sensational worker of the spring 

training season at Churchill Downs, finally 
found a field of youngsters he could beat, gradu- 
ating from the maiden ranks at Lincoln Fields 
Tuesday, September 8. By *Dis Donc, the sire 
also of Top Flight and Indian Runner, this bay 
fellow was heralded by every competent clocker 
and close observer as a first-class juvenile in 
the making and was backed accordingly on 
numerous occasions, always failing to deliver. 
In his winning effort, Dis Dat trimmed Zode, 
Prince Herbert and nine other maidens in spread- 
eagle style, coasting under the wire five lengths 
in the van after tow-roping his company from 
the barrier’s rise. He traversed the six-furlongs 
distance of the affair in 1:12 4-5 over a fast strip. 
Owner Taggart has invested heavily in the 
racing game and deserves a racer of class. Per- 
haps this Dis Dat trick, a robust colt of the 
great muscularity of his sire, is just finding his 
real form. 


* 


NNURTHER evidence of the value as a pro- 
genitor of Pompey was exhibited at Belmont 
Park that same Tuesday, when another of his 
get, Masked Knight, a bay colt out of Masked 
Dancer, graduated out of the maiden class. This 
makes six winners for the son of *Sun Briar— 
Cleopatra to date of this, his first season, to have 
representation on the Turf. Two of these, Oscu- 
lator and Polonaise, are stakes winners of 
$39,670 and $10,125 respectively. The best scale 
by which to calculate the true worth of sires is 
on a percentage basis, and by this yardstick 
Pompey stands out as one of the foremost stal- 
lions of this country, as he had but ten regis- 
tered foals of 1929 as representation. If this 
means little to you, consider that several of the 
most highly regarded sires have as many as 
twenty-five and thirty representatives among 
this season’s juveniles with no more than five 
or six winners, and no stakes winners. 
* * * 
RIENDS out East say Tick On, Hopeful win- 
ner is a right good colt but hardly the racer 
Top Flight is, at least at this time. The Loma 
Stable youngster is said to have worked in ex- 
cellent style just prior to the Hopeful. Perhaps 
Max Hirsch, his conditioner, would have planned 
just such a mating as resulted in the brown fel- 
low were he to be consulted in such a matter, 
as he prepped both On Watch, Tick On’s sire, 
and *Donnacona, his maternal grandsire, for 
their campaigns a decade ago. On Watch and 
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*Donnacona weren’t only stablemates, but were 
the same age and were coupled in the Kentucky 
Derby of 1920, which was won by Paul Jones, 
with Upset second and On Watch third. 


* * * 


HEN the Nevada Stock Farm Stable’s Hy- 
gro captured the Joliet on Labor Day at 
Lincoln Fields he gave ample proof of his 
claquers’ claims of class for him by taking up 
his 120 pound impost and proceeding to gallop 
his company dizzy, thus allaying suspicion that 
the lightness of his package in the Hawthorne 
Juvenile contributed in any appreciable extent 
to the result. His brother, Siskin, carrying the 
same colors, won the Joliet Handicap last year. 
This six-furlongs event had its inception in 1926 
and its first four renewals were the prizes of No 
Regrets, Anita Peabody, Belle of America and 
Capture, respectively. Hygro turned the distance 
in 1:11 2-5 and the best previous time registered 
in the race was the 1:11 4-5 of his brother. 
* * 
VERYBODY lauding “Uncle Henry” Mc- 
Daniel’s manner of bringing the Joseph 
E. Widener horses up to the races. He is, ac- 
cording to one of the real veterans of the pro- 
fession, “training his horses along. scientific 
lines all his own, lines sure to produce remark- 
ably good effects from them as a finality.” 
Curate, none too good a horse to work with, 
never did better, and Mr. Sponge, gelded brother 
to the good sire Pagan Pan, is ‘Hawkins’ hoss”’ 
competing with his kind. When finally Trainer 
McDaniel paraded Osmand’s near relative, Robin- 
son Crusoe, he won at the first asking, although 
performing rather greenly and swerving repeat- 
edly. Robinson “Crusoe may be among the 
starters for the Westchester Futurity and if this 
bullish fellow runs straight and true, he will 
beat more than beat him. There are those who 
account him Top Flight’s most threatening rival, 
if any of her rivals may be termed threatening. 
Curate, a half-brother to the short-lived Irish 
Pal, which son of Prince Pal was an excellent 
2-year-old in the colors of the Three D’s Stable 
some years back, has an own brother in the 
Widener yearling band at Churchill Downs which 
is accounted a much finer prospect than was 
he at a corresponding age. But never have I 
run an eye over a more prepossessing yearling 
than that daughter of John P. Grier—Sweetheart 
in this same stable. She’s far ahead of her dam 
physically and mentally at two. Albeit she has 
a trace of her mother’s nervousness, she is a 
good doer. Wait until the boys around Belmont 
see this baby, she’ll have them pop-eyed with 
admiration. 
* * * 
HILE A. B. Hancock, master of Claiborne 
and Ellerslie Studs, doesn’t think The Scout 
is as taking an individual as Gallant Fox, he 
believes the son of *Sir Gallahad III—*La 
Rablee, by Rabelais, bred and owned by William 
Woodward, chairman of The Jockey Club, will 
furnish out into a nice specimen of the Thor- 
oughbred sire. Insofar as the comparison to 
Gallant Fox in conformation is concerned, Mr. 
Hancock doesn’t fancy any stallion before him 
individually. Nor could one well say he is off 
the mark, as The Fox of Belair has grown into 
a grand type. Furthermore he seemingly is very 
sure with his mares and doesn’t waste services, 
so can cover more of them in a season than the 
average horse and without any more work. For 
a horse of The Scout’s proven quality and breed- 


ing, it strikes the writer that he is a bargain at 
the $300 (with return) at which he will stand 
next season. He comes of a strain very much 
in demand at present and is sure to receive all 
the patronage his connections care for him to 
have in his first season. 


FORECASTING FLORIDA FUTURE 


By CHARLES MICKELWAIT 
OSEPH E. WIDENER,  multi-millionaire 
sportsman, has had several political lessons 
in Florida. The experience should be valuable in 
the coming encounter with the invading profes- 
sional racetrack promoters, Messrs. Smoot, Winn, 
et al, who are reported to be attempting to “mus- 
cle in’’ on the Widener territory. 


William Dwyer, to the North, is firmly en- 
trenched in what has proven to be a losing ven- 
ture, but he never was a candidate for the 
“shake” in any racket. Mr. Dwyer has taken 
great losses in trying to keep the game going 
in Northern Florida, and if he were located to 
the South it is doubtful if any professional race- 
track promoter would have made an effort to 
stir up strife around Miami, which Joseph E. 
Widener bought and paid for. 

Any person with even smattering knowledge 
of racing knows 10 per cent mutuels in the 
limited territory Miami has to draw from courts 
disaster if the race meetings are long. 

The history of the 10 per cent mutuel “take” 
in these United States will not bear close 
scrutiny, and it behooves those intending to put 
their “own dear dough” into a venture of this 
kind to first make sure how much real cash the 
professional racetrack promoter is likewise lay- 
ing on the line. 

Maryland has 5 per cent mutuels and about 
the same number of racing days in the spring 
and again in the fall as are desired by the 
Joseph E. Widener interests for Miami. Balti- 
more reaches out in all directions into an area 
populated by millions, and at that the city 
proper barely survives the two sessions that are 
separated by several months. ; 

What has Miami to offer in the way of com- 
parison, other than their one meeting constitutes 
about one-half the days given to Maryland? In 
those 45 days the 10 per cent mutuel “take” 
will grind out its toll. 

If would seem that the pioneer course, Hialeah, 
is entitled to the dates, and it is up to the owners 
to decide the strap (mutuel take off) and num- 
ber of lashes that shall be laid on the players. 

It is to be hoped that the public will be treated 
to a simple form for displaying the amounts of 
money bet, straight, place and show, on each 
horse, with the totals, before the horses leave 
the barrier in their respective races. This ges- 
ture is necessary to restore confidence in mutuel 
betting, brought on by professional racetrack 
promoters angling with the breakage and 
mutuel take off whether it be 2 or 10 per cent. 

Kentucky has been completely exploited. Illi- 
nois is now feeling the hand of the professional 
racetrack promoter, and if Florida is to survive 
it would seem Maryland offers the best example 
of operation and “take”. 

Keep up long meetings, or continuous racing, 
in any area outside New York City or Chicago 
environs with high “take” and in two years from 
this date racing’s number will be up for many 
years to come. 
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REALIZATION AND FUTURITY. 


HE Belmont Park meeting, to date, has not 

brought any notable developments of horses. 
Twenty Grand, by winning the Lawrence Reali- 
zation last Saturday, merely reiterated the fact 
that there is no active opponent in New York 
which is worthy to test the mettle of the Green- 
tree Stable’s great 3-year-old. Mate probably 
will not be seen in combat with Twenty Grand 
again before the Maryland season. In the 2- 
year-old division, Top Flight still holds an undis- 
puted claim to top place. The Whitney filly will 
be favorite in the Futurity this week-end, but 
her backers will have some misgivings, as a num- 
ber of high-class 2-year-olds have been saved 
for this most important event of juvenile racing. 
The Futurity, with the Grand National Steeple- 
chase and the’ Jockey Club Gold Cup, will mark 
the closing day at Belmont. 


An important feature of last week in New 
York was the success of the State Fair races at 
Syracuse. More than 50,000 persons attended 
the Fair during the five days of racing, and on 
Thursday, when the Governor’s Handicap was 
run, Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt was present and 
watched the races from his car. Reveille Boy 
came off with the highest honors of the meet- 
ing, winning the Labor Day and Governor's Han- 
dicaps. Other stakes were won by Dexterity, 
*Protractor and Pardee. It is understood that 
the racing program is to become a fixture as a 
part of the Fair program. 

Mr. Sponge is a hero at Belmont. Successive 
victories in the Fall Highweight and Manhattan 
Handicaps have lifted him to a leading place 
among the handicap racers. Top Flight won her 
fifth straight in the Matron Stakes and made 
herself the leading money-winning 2-year-old of 
the season. Green Cheese won the Broadhollow 
Steeplechase Monday and Sydney took the Brook 
Steeplechase Saturday in such a matter that he 
may be among the leading candidates for the 
Grand National. The Champagne Stakes, run last 
Saturday, fell to Sweeping Light, a comparative- 
ly new claimant for 2-year-old honors. 


TWO MORE FOR MR. SPONGE. 

Joseph E. Widener’s Mr. Sponge, brought to 
the best form of his csreer by Henry McDaniel, 
won two stakes during the first week of the Bel- 
mont Park meeting. On September 1, at Sara- 
toga, he hrd won the Delaware Handicip. Sep- 
temher 7 at B2!mont he took the Fall Highweig’t 
Handicap and on September 10 he captured the 
Manhattan Handicap, giving him a score of three 
stakes in 11 days. 

In the Fall Heighweight Handicap ($3,000 add- 
ed, all sges, six furlongs, Widener Course) he 
took up 125 pounds and was made favorite over 
last year’s winner, the Sagamore Stable’s Balko 
(188). Mr. Sponge set the pace down the 
Straightaway, drew away in the last furlong and 
won by four lengths, the Brookmeade Stable’s 
Helianthus (3-y-o, 115) second and Balko third. 
Also ran: Halcyon (3-y-o0, 123), Hi-Jack (134), 
Chestnut Oak (125). Time, 1:11 3-5, track fast. 
Stakes division, $3,025, $800, $400. 

In the Manhattan Handicap ($3,000 added, all 
ages, one mile), Mr. Sponge (121) was again 
made favorite, this time at odds-on, and won in 
1:35 4-5, the fastest mile of the year. Mack 


Garner took him into the lead at the start and 
was never pressed, winning by four lengths from 


George D. Widener’s Jack High (128). The lat- 
ter was second at all stages of the race, but 
when McAtee put him under pressure in the 
stretch the son of John P. Grier failed to gain. 
After the race he was lame and it was dis- 
covered that he had suffered a recurrence of his 
old foot trouble. He will not be raced again. 
W. R. Coe’s Conclave (99) was third, five lengths 
behind Jack High. Balko (126), the only other 
starter, appeared sore before the start and 
propped immediately after the start. Jockey 
Bejshak galloped him around the track behind 
the field. Time, :23, :46 2-5, 1:10 2-5, 1:35 4-5, 
track fast. Stakes division, $3,325, $800, $400, 
$75.

ROBINSON CRUSOE’S DEBUT. 

Last winter, when he first took over the train- 
ing of the flat racers of Joseph E. Widener, Hen- 
ry McDaniel recognized as one of the best of the 
1931 2-year-olds a big chestnut colt named Robin- 
son Crusoe, a posthumous son of Whisk Broom 
II out of Osmand’s dam, Ormonda, by Superman. 
One day the colt was brought in from a paddock 
with a mysterious injury on his near side, close 
to the belly. It could not be discovered how the 
wound was inflicted. It was an ugly cut, per- 
haps four inches across at the widest. It was 
treated, healed up, and in the spring broke open. 
It again responded to treatment and closed up. 

Tuesday of last week at Belmont Park Trainer 
McDaniel started Robinson Crusoe for the first 
time. The many who came to look over the good 
colt in the paddock were surprised to find on 
his side a sore as big as a grapefruit. Evidently 
the wound had again closed too early and there 
was pus inside. The colt would have been heavi- 
ly played but for the injury; as it was he closed 
at 6 to 1. Mr. Widener and Mr. McDaniel, how- 
ever, believed the colt’s running would not be 
affected; indeed they thought the race might 
cause the sore to burst and drain naturally. 

It happened just that way. During the five 
and one-half furlongs down the Widener Course 
the wound burst. The colt swerved, but did not 
falter in his speed. He won by a head from the 
Greentree Stable’s first starter Byzantine, which 
was the top yearling of last year’s Saratoga 
sales. The son of *Brown Prince II and Theo- 
dora sold for $25,000. The race constituted a 
Futurity preparation for both the colts and for 
some of the others in the race. : 


TOP FLIGHT’S MATRON STAKES. 

H. P. Whitney won the Matron Stakes six 
times and left behind a filly which last week, 
September 9, at Belmont Park, won the twenty- 
fifth running of the fixture ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
old fillies, six furlongs, Widener Course). The 
unbeaten Top Flight took up top weight of 127 
pounds, with R. Workman in the saddle, and won 
easily by a length and a half from the Greentree 
Stable’s Parry (119). Workman kept the white- 
faced filly under restraint until the last furlong, 
then let her out and won with speed to spare. 
Pintail (115), the winner’s stablemate, was third, 
a length and a half behind Parry. Mrs. John D. 
Hertz’s Seven Veils (109), six lengths farther 
back, got fourth money. Top Flight will now go 
in the Futurity renewal September 19 one of the 
strongest favorites in its history. She is already 
the year’s leading 2-year-old winner. Also ran:

Overhauled by 
the outrider, and brought to the barrier by an 
assistant starter, he broke away again, unseated 
his rider and galloped seven furlongs before he 
was caught. Brought back a second time, he 
started with the others, left them behind at once, 
and won, running the six furlongs in 1:11 2-5, 
105 pounds up.

George Phillips bought Kayo, bay colt, 2, by 
Kai-Sang—-Knockout, by Thunderer, at the Ran- 
cocas Stable dispersal at Saratoga, September 3, 
for $2,600. Kayo died at Aqueduct September 11. 


SWEEPING LIGHT’S CHAMPAGNE. 

_ The Fair Stable’s Sweeping Light, which fin- 
ished second to Tick On in the Hopeful, scored 
his first stakes victory in the sixty-first running 
of the Champagne Stakes ($3,500 added, 2-year- 
olds, Futurity course, 165 feet less than seven 
furlongs) at Belmont September 12. Frank 
Coltiletti thrashed him heavily, had him in the 
lead most of the way and drew out from his 
field at the end.

TWENTY GRAND’S REALIZATION. 

The presence of the Greentree Stable’s Twenty 
Grand (126) in the thirty-ninth Lawrence 
Realization Stakes ($7,500 added, 3-year-old 
colts, one and five-eighths miles), drew 15,000 
persons to Belmont Park last Saturday, Septem- 
ber 12, but destroyed the race as a contest. With 
three opponents whose chances were no more 
than nominal, Twenty Grand was held steadily 
at 1 to 15, with few takers. He won in a gallop, 
by six lengths, Mrs. Katherine E. Hitt’s Sun 
Meadow (123) second, the Belair Stud Stable’s 
Sir Ashley (123) third, and the Wheatley Stable’s 
Blenheim (116) fourth and last. The $29,700 
first money brought the Greentree colt to eighth 
place on the list of leading American money- 
winning Thoroughbreds, forcing Sarazen off the 
list of the first 10. 

The start was made in front of the grandstand, 
an eighth of a mile above the finish line. Sun 
Meadow was sent into the lead by Johnny Mai- 
ben, with Blenheim second, Sir Ashley third, and 
Twenty Grand, as usual at this stage of a race, 
last. On the first turn Sir Ashley dropped back 
to last place, the others holding their respective 
positions. Sun Meadow was proceeding under 
a strong pull, but at a rapid gait which brought 
him the first six furlongs in 1:13. Halfway down 
the backstretch Twenty Grand pulled up to Blen- 
heim and passed him before the.second turn was 
reached. Sun Meadow finished the mile in 1:38. 
Charles Kurtsinger, riding Twenty Grand for the 
first time since his accident at Saratoga, strode 
into the lead at the three-eighths pole. Kurt- 
singer kept a good hold on the colt as he pulled 
away and came home with a six lengths lead. 
Maiben, seeing the hopelessness in trying to 
catch the winner, eased up Sun Meadow and 
finished five lengths ahead of Sir Ashley, which 
came forward in the homestretch to beat Blen- 
heim a length. 


Over the fast track Twenty Grand ran the 
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13 furlongs in 2:41 1-5, the figure hung up after 
Gallant Fox’s narrow win of last year, and two- 
fifths slower than Man o’ War’s track record, 
2:40 4-5, set in the Realization of 1920. The frac- 
tional times, :24, :48, 1:13, 1:38, 1:50 2-5, 
2:02 2-5, 2:15 1-5, 2:29 2-5, 2:41 1-5. Stakes di- 
vision, $29,700, $2,166.67, $1,083.33, $560. 

The fractional time given above is that pub- 
lished in Daily Racing Form and_ associated 
newspapers. A number of trainers, however, 
among them Henry McDaniel, caught the mile 
and a half in 2:28, three-fifths of a second faster 
than the American record and four-fifths faster 
than Man o’ War’s record for Belmont Park.

NO NIGHT RACING. 


Reports of plans for horse racing at night at 
Florida plants heretofore devoted to dog racing 
caused The Jockey Club to call attention, at a 
meeting Friday, September 11, to its attitude, in 
the following resolution: 

“WHEREAS, it has long been the settled 
policy of The Jockey Club not to permit night 
racing to be conducted upon any running-race 
course subject to its jurisdiction: Now, therefore, 
in order to make public its regulations in respect 
thereof, it is hereby 

“RESOLVED, that any running-race meeting 
at which night racing (meaning racing conducted 
with and by artificial lighting or otherwise than 
by daylight) shall be permitted, shall thereupon 
become and be automatically an unrecognized 
meeting; and that any and all owners (including 
part owners, lessees, and all persons contingently 
interested) of any horses competing at any such 
meeting, and all trainers, jockeys and officials 
taking part therein, as well, also, as all horses 
competing at any such meeting, shall thereby be- 
come and be, without further notice, disqualified 
from acting as such at, or taking part in, any 
race meeting hereafter held under the sanction 
or jurisdiction of The Jockey Club.”

Favorites, or members of en- 
tries which were favorites, which 
won the Futurity were Proctor 
Knott, Potomac, Domino, Butter- 
flies, L’Alouette, Chacornac, Or- 
mondale, Colin, Maskette, Sweep, 
Novelty, Pennant, Thunderer, 
Campfire, Papp, Dunboyne, Man o’ 
War, Bunting, Pompey, Whichone, 
Jamestown. That is, 21 favorites 
have won in 41 runnings. 

The values to the winners, noted 
in the next to last column, were 
taken from the stakes book of Bel- 
mont Park’s 1931 autumn meeting. 
The figures in most instances are 
different from those given in Good- 
win’s Guides, Racing Form charts 
and American Racing Manual, but 
they represent an official state- 
ment by the Westchester Racing 
Association, which sponsors the 
Futurity. Victor E. Schaumburg, 
racing secretary of the Westches- 
ter Racing Association, has kindly 
offered to check the values over 
and verify them as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The Futurity had $10,000 added, 
1888-1910; $5,000 added, 1913-1916;

The unbeaten filly, Top Flight, is 
the probable odds-on favorite.

ILLINOIS 


AT LINCOLN FIELDS. 


UCH of the color is missing from Illinois rac- 

ing this month. Hygro, the most notable de- 
velopment among the 2-year-olds, won the Joliet 
Handicap on Monday of last week and departed 
for Maryland to await the valuable events which 
mark the fall season there. The one other stakes 
race of last week, the Steger Handicap, run 
Saturday, fell to the erstwhile selling plater 
Dark Sea, which, despite his earlier record, must 
be credited with having run an excellent race. 
Lincoln Fields continues through September 28, 
to be followed the next day by the long Haw- 
thorne meeting, which will include not only 
Hawthorne’s dates, but also those originally 
allotted to the Exposition Park Jockey Club at 
Aurora. The Fairmount meeting, late in being 
announced, opens Saturday of this week. Its 
principal feature will be a $10,000 added Fair- 
mount Handicap, to be run Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 30, the date having been shifted from 
October 3. 


HYGRO AGAIN. 


The Nevada Stock Farm Stable’s (George 
Wingfield’s) Hygro (120), hailed as a champion 
after his victory in the Hawthorne Juvenile 
Handicap, came out for the sixth running of the 
Joliet Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) at Lincoln Fields Monday, September 7, 
and was made odds-on favorite. When the bar- 
rier went up, R. Jones rushed him into the lead 
and opened up on the field. A furlong from home 
he had a three-lengths lead, while at the finish 
the margin had been cut to one length. News- 
paper reports described him as tiring at the end. 
Several observers, however, had it that he was 
slowing up only because his jockey had him 
under a tight pull. Second, and going faster than 
anything else in the field at the finish, was the 
Valley Lake Stable’s Burning Blaze (120). Six 
lengths behind him was the Three D’s Stock 
Farm Stable’s Liberty Limited (118), which got 
away slowly and closed with a rush. The Cold- 
stream Stud Stable’s Marmion was fourth, two 
lengths farther back. Others were Sharp 
Thoughts (110), Cold Check (116), Blackstrap

AGUA CALIENTE. 


NE of THE BLOOD-HORSE subscribers, who has 

raced in all parts of the United States, in 
Canada and in Cuba, was at Agua Caliente dur- 
ing the last winter meeting and decided to re- 
main on the coast for the summer meetings, 
which ended on Labor Day, and to stay on for 
the coming winter meeting. He writes as fol- 
lows: 


“Agua Caliente wound up in a blaze of glory 
with what looked to me, the last few days, larger 
crowds than they had last winter. It looked the 
first month like the association would lose over 
a quarter of a million. I believe they will wind 
up with a profit. 

“Francis Dunne’s work as racing secretary was 
good. Bryan Steele’s starting was superb, and 
he was highly complimented by all horsemen. 
Only one poor start in the entire 57 days.” 

The publicity department of the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club announces James N. Crofton is mak- 
ing his usual autumn journey to the East for the 
purpose of interesting owners of good horses in 
the winter meeting, which is to open Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. He is to meet Tommy Gorman, assist- 
ant general manager, in Chicago. William A. 
(Billy) Porter has been looking after matters in 
New York. Messrs. John B. Campbell, racing 
secretary, and Marshall Cassidy, starter, have 
been doing their parts while serving in Canada. 


President Crofton is quoted as having said that 
the summer meeting was “remarkably success- 
ful” and that he was “agreeably surprised.” He 
regards it as an indication of a more successful 
meeting in the winter. President Crofton has 
taken occasion to “set at rest rumors that the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club is in any way at log- 
gerheads with the Pacific Coast Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation,”” under whose auspices the meeting at 
Tanforan, beginning November 7, is to be held. 
He says it was “absolutely unavoidable” that the 
dates for the two meetings had to clash for a 
few days, and he does not believe that the con- 
flict will injure either meeting. He thinks that 
“almost continuous racing” will have the effect 
of attracting “many fine stables that might not 
otherwise take the long journey from the East.” 


CHINN PLANNING REESTABLISHMENT. 

PROPOSAL has been made by A. S. Jordy, 

of Baltimore, on behalf of Col. Phil T. Chinn 
to creditors of the Himyar Stud, Incorporated, 
and Phil T. Chinn, that they agree to the dis- 
charge of the receivership of Joseph E. Harting 
and take stock in a new corporation for the 
amount of the balance of their claims after dis- 
tribution of the receiver’s dividend, which, it is 
said, will be approximately 15 cents of the dollar. 
The proposal is to incorporate the Himyar Stud 
under the Maryland laws for $500,000 to carry 
on a breeding and sales business. Kentucky 
creditors are having meetings on the matter this 
week, and a determination is expected shortly. 
Mr. Jordy his told the Kentucky creditors that 
if they do not accept this proposal there will be 
nothing left for Colonel Chinn to do except take 
advantage of the bankrupt law and start all 
over again by incorporating the Himyar Stud, as 
he now is proposing, except that the creditors 
will get nothing for their claims, whereas now 
they are being offered stock on which they have 
every right to expect dividends that will make 
them whole or better than whole in the course 
of time. Mr. and Mrs. Chinn are now in New 
York. 


LEXINGTON SPRING MEETING. 

When he announced that there would be no 
fall meeting at the Kentucky Association track, 
Lexington, Manager Thomas S. Scott stated that 
it is intended to hold the spring meeting in 1932 
as usual. However, the following is found in 
The Cincinnati Enquirer’s “All Sorts” -among 
paragraphs from Sporting Editor Bob Saxton’s 
pen: 

“The announcement of the abandonment of the 
Louisville and Lexington meetings was no shock 
to the racing fans, for it has been known that 
both of these meetings have been losers for 
many years. 

“In fact, it is doubtful if Louisville as much 
as broke even in 15 years. The yearof the Zev- 
In Memoriam match race brought a big crowd 
to Louisville on one day only, but even in that 
year the track showed no profit. The people of 
Lexington may be worried over no race meeting 
there this fall, but what about next spring? Will 
Lexington be in condition to support a spring 
meeting? The track there lost $40,000 last 
spring, so it is hard to see how there will be a 
meeting next spring.” 


GEORGE MILLER GOES EAST. 

George Miller, chief horseman at Senator 
Johnson N. Camden’s Hartland Stud, recently 
dispersed, departed this week for New York to 
discuss employment with a prominent young 
sportsman who is seeking his services. George 
Miller is a first class horseman. He is a native 
of California and, as a very young man, came 
to Kentucky with James B. Haggin’s Thorough- 
breds when they were removed from Rancho del 
Paso to Elmendorf. After Mr. Haggin’s death 
he went to Senator Camden’s. Whoever gets him 
will never regret having employed him, for he is 
capable, honest and loyal. 

TO TRY YEARLINGS OCTOBER 11. 

Colonel E. R. Bradley has fixed Sunday after- 
noon, October 11, as the date for the trial of 
yearlings at his Idle Hour Farm. Manager Barry 
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Shannon states that the 30 yearlings will be 
brought out in sets of threes with jockeys riding 
and wearing colors. They will be raced three 
furlongs over the most difficult portion of the 
farm track. Several prominent owners and 
trainers will be present to do the timing. 
MISLEADING ADVERTISING. 

Louisville detectives Saturday, September 12, 
arrested one I. H. Ragsdale, 51, Greenwood, 
Indiana, and charged him with misleading and 
false advertising in newspapers. Ragsdale, it 
was charged, inserted an advertisement reading 
“Male Help Wanted,” and then tried to interest 
those replying in a system for betting on horse 
races.

SANDWICH WINS THE ST. LEGER. 


HE St. Leger Stakes, oldest of England’s five 

classic races, renewed at Doncaster last 
Wednesday, September 9, was won by Lord Rose- 
bery’s Sandwich, with Sir John Rutherford’s 
Orpen second and William Woodward’s American- 
bred Sir Andrew third. A. R. Cox’s Convoy was 
fourth. J. A. Dewar’s Cameronian, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas and Derby and favorite 
for the St. Leger at odds of 5 to 6, finished last 
in the field of 10 3-year-olds. 

The enormous crowd which saw the race was 
estimated at 200,000. The winner, a 9 to 1 out- 
sider, earned approximately $50,000. It was the 
first time Lord Rosebery had won the St. Leger. 

The last of the classics is run over a course that 
is pear-shaped and a little less than two miles 


around. The St. Leger distance is one mile, six, 


furlongs and 132 yards. The start is made from 
a point very near the smaller end of the “pear.” 
The field runs nearly half a mile on a straight 
line, then takes a sweeping curve to the left 
for approximately five furlongs and runs the last 
five furlongs on a straightaway, finishing at a 
point very near the starting place and just op- 
posite it at the point of the “pear.” 

The field went away in a straight line. The 
field was small enough to avoid crowding and 
not one of the 10 starters appeared to be impeded 
in the least at any time. Cameronian had the lead 
when the field was at the top of the homestretch, 
with half a mile to go, but Sandwich, which had 
been placed along the rail and running easily 
during the first mile, opened up with a fine burst 
of speed and took the lead as Cameronian’s 
strength failed. Sandwich drew away at the end 
and won by four lengths, apparently not extended. 
Orpen was all out at the end and only a length 
ahead of Sir Andrew, which made a good run.

Bred by J. J. Maher, Sandwich, a not very 
handsome colt, was foaled at the Confey Stud in 
Ireland March 26, 1928. His dam, Waffles, was 
never broken, but before him she had produced 
the Derby winner Manna and Parwiz. Lord Rose- 
bery bought Sandwich for $18,000 at the Don- 
caster yearling sales. The colt started once at 
two, finishing unplaced in the Imperial Produce 
Stakes. In his first start at three he was un- 
placed in the Craven Stakes. Two weeks later 
he shared the same fortune in the Two Thousand. 
His next. race. the Chester Vase, brought his first 
win. He finished third to Cameronian and Orpen 
in The Derby, then won the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Ascot, one and one-half miles. In the 
Eclipse Stakes, one and one-quarter miles, he 
was third to Caerleon and Goyescas. 

_ Orpen, like Sandwich, was bred in Ireland, and 
like Sandwich again (and like our American dis- 
tance champion, Twenty Grand), is a grandson 
of Swynford, being by Solario out of Harpy, by 
Swnford. Harpy was once owned bv the late J. 
W. Corrigan, having cost him $9,000 as a year- 


ling. Orpen cost his owner $33,500 as a yearling 
at Doncaster. The third horse is well known to 
American readers. By *Sir Gallahad III out of 
Gravitate, by Rock View, Sir Andrew was foaled 
at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud and sent to 
England by his owner, William Woodward, as a 
yearling. Earlier this year he won the New- 
market Stakes and Prince of Wales Stakes. 


TRITON NEAR THE TOP. 


Near or at the top of the 2-year-olds in Eng- 
land this year is W. M. G. Singer’s Triton, a bay 
colt by Gainsborough out of Golden Hair, by 
Golden Sun, until recently run as “the Golden 
Hair colt.’”’ Last week, September 8, Triton won 
the $15,000 Champagne Stakes, six furlongs, at 
Doncaster, by four lengths from Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Mowgil, with Lord Glanely’s Paddington 
third, beaten a head for second. Five started for 
the 108-year-old fixture and the winner was a 
1 to 4 favorite. It was the colt’s third win in 
four starts. He cost $15,000 as a yearling and 
has now won $55,470 in first monies. His pre- 
vious wins were in the Chesham Stakes, worth 
$10,925, and National Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
$29,545. He is another notable product of the 
Queen Mary family. 


POISONING IN TRINIDAD. 


Three Thoroughbred race horses were poisoned 
last week at the Santa Rosa festival races at 
Arima, Central Trinidad. Two died, another was 
expected to die. All three had won races on the 
first day of the meeting and the poison was be- 
lieved to have been administered that night. 


, Trainers and owners racing at the Trinidad Turf 


Club’s meeting were called to assemble and pro- 
vide for an investigation of the poisoning, the 
first of its kind in Trinidad in half a century. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Brown Jack is not to be put to steeplechasing. 
He will continue to be raced on the flat and will 
end his days peacefully when time comes to re- 
tire him, says Sir Harold Wernher, who calls him 
“best stayer in the world.” 

After the Dublin Horse Show, Mr. Justice 
Wylie told newspaper men that the “reputation 
of Irish hunters is world-wide,”’ and that Ireland’s 
horsemen ‘need have no fears of any country if 
we go on breeding the right class of horse.” 
He said Germany is Ireland’s chief competitor in 
the trade for hunters. 

“No people are more gullible or more sheep- 
like in the way they will follow one another than 
horse owners,” Capt. E. Brayley Reynolds, of 
Newmarket, said at the annual congress of the 
National Veterinary Medical Association in Eng- 
land recently. 

Mrs. Chester Beatty having taken her horses 
out of training in England, Tom Leader is again 
to take up training jumpers at Newmarket. 

The Aga Khan has presented his wife with 
three yearlings and they have been put into train- 
ing in France for next season. 

William Barker, Jr., 39, one of the best horse 
trainers in France, died recently. He was born 
in England. His father also had trained in 
France. 

The Lavington Park Stud Company, with Lord 
Woolavington as life governing director, has been 
registered in England as an unlimited, company 
with a nominal capital of $500,000 in $25 shares 
to acquire property and to carry on the breeding 
of Thoroughbred horses.

THE PANTHER DIES SUDDENLY IN ENGLAND

HE PANTHER, brown horse, foaled 1916, by Tracery—Countess Zia, by Gallinule out of Order 

of Merit, by Collar out of Lady Rayleigh, by Hampton, died suddenly on September 1, at Upend, 
Kirtling, Newmarket, England, where he was standing as the property of the Ellerslie Stud. The 
Panther was bred by the National Stud. Sir Alec Black gave the equivalent of $18,000 for him 
when he was sold as a yearling at Newmarket. He won the Bartlow Plate at Newmarket from 380 
others as a 2-year-old, and he also won the Autumn Stakes, six furlongs, defeating Bayuda, Gal- 
loper Light and others. In his only other start that year he was beaten three parts of a length by 
Galloper Light in a field of 14. As a 3-year-old he won the Two Thousand Guineas, defeating 
Buchan, Dominion, *Stefan the Great, Tangiers and seven others, and was unplaced in the Epsom 
Derby, and Champion Stakes, starting favorite for each of those races. He did not race after three, 
due to a hidden trouble in one of his legs. His winnings amounted to the equivalent of $28,680. He 
was sent to the Argentine in 1919 and there sired 200 foals, among them Capablanca, winner of the 
Argentine Two Thousand Guineas and over $50,060 in stakes. His get continue to race well in the 
Argentine. In 1929 he was returned to England by a syndicate of breeders calling themselves the 
Ellerslie Stud. He did not serve in any country in 1929, so had two seasons in England prior to 
his death, his foals there being weanlings now. His fee in England was approximately $1,000. His 
sire, Tracery, foaled at the Nursery Stud, near Lexington, and sold to England before racing, also 
went to the Argentine after a brilliant racing career and was returned to England under a syndicate 
arrangement, also to die suddenly.

The fillies which are sensational in make and 
shape, are by Bud Lerner, Kai-Sang and Pur- 
chase, while the best liked of the colts are by 
Bud Lerner and Kai-Sang.

The filly 
by Bud Lerner out of Friar Song, by Friar Rock, 
is typical of the *Rock Sands, save in color, 
which she takes from the sire of her dam, while 
the miss by Bud Lerner out of Adana, by *Adam, 
is likely to add to the fame of her mother. The 
daughter of Kai-Sang out of Bedelia, by Bada- 
joz, a granddaughter of Adana, resembles the 
speedy mare, Lady Amelia. The filly by Pur- 
chase from Chicmint, by *Chicle, is much like 
her brother, Leonine, pronounced by Frank Tay- 
lor one of the fastest horses he had ever trained. 

Of the colts the youngster by Bud Lerner out 
of Nedana is a gem. He lacks the size of some 
of his fellows, but will race. The colt by Kai- 
Sang out of Maize, by Uncle, is another of the 
same sort, brimful of quality, yet with plenty of 
substance. A dark chestnut colt by Kai-Sang 
out of Granny, by Sweep, should find favor with 
the public. Possessed of great length and good 
bone, he might be placed at or near the top of 
the group.

KENTUCKY BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


For several days a number of the breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses in Kentucky have been in- 
formally discussing the organization of an as- 
sociation to be known as the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Horse Breeders’ Association. It is to 
be similar to the organizations of breeders in 
Virginia, Maryland, Illinois and Canada, and only 
persons who are breeders of horses in Kentucky 
are to be eligible to membership. A person may 
be a resident of another state, but if he has a 
stud of Thoroughbreds in Kentucky or is board- 
ing his stallion and/or mares in Kentucky that 
person will be eligible for membership. It is 
expected that a dinner will be given shortly for 
the purpose of working out the preliminaries for 
the organization. One of the first steps after 
organization will be toward elimination of the 
overplus and the curtailment of breeding opera- 
tions, it is said by those who are foremost in 
the discussion and movement. 


PRINCE PAL $1,000 WITH RETURN. 

On page 342 of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
appears the advertisement of Prince Pal for the 
season of 1932, and, by the way, he is the first 
stallion to be formally advertised for the com- 
ing season. The sire of Mate is to stand, as 
formerly, at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, 
near Lexington. His fee has been fixed by 
Swingalong Stud, Inc., of which Harry S. Hart 
is managing director, at $1,000, with return 
privilege for one year. Mr. Hart advises that a 
number of subscriptions have already been taken 
and he is expecting that the book will be filled 
soon.

Yet in a country where there are particularly 
good judges of bloodstock he has found appre- 
ciation.”
